Extreme heat on rise

157 deaths in 2021 & 2022 total compared with 1 to 4 heat
related deaths per year in the previous decade

Environmental threats disproportionately impact communities
of color, tribal and lower income

Racist housing policies relegated these communities to areas
with increased heat exposure and less access to protections
Systematic educational disinvestment and lack of oversight
results in jobs with greater exposure to environmental hazards

Frequency and intensity of wildfires in Oregon have been
increasing

Many areas experience cumulative wildfire smoke impacts &
exposure to hazardous year after year

Disproportionate wildfire smoke impacts measured by
Emergency Department and Urgent care visits have been
experienced by people of color & Hispanic

Equitable access to adequate supplies of clean and safe water
essential to human health & wellness

Oregon changing climate, aging water infrastructures,
socioeconomic conditions & community design have a
negative impact on access to safe & affordable water
Populations experiencing houselessness, lower income, rural
communities, tribal communities, migrant communities &
communities served by private wells, surface water intakes or
very small water systems more than likely to experience
threats to water access & quality

quality and cost

security one of the top concerns

Water Security emerged as a top concern in qualitive finds of
survey sent out, especially from people who identified as
people of color.

e Mental Health effects of climate change
o No data really to back up the claim but has been brought up as a
concern

Effects of climate change on mental health & wellbeing are not
isolated but interact with other social & environmental determinants
of health including race and income

Livelihoods & cultural identities are negatively affected by Oregon
changing landscapes & disproportionately effect farmworkers,
fishers, tribal & indigenous communities. Youth with anxiety and
depression are at higher risk.
